There has been much dispute con- 


ccrning the refunding of the Arkan- 
sas highway indebtedness, and there 
are many doubts as to many matters 
connected with it. One thing, however, 
is certain. That is, that some refund- 
ing program must be put into cf- 
feet in Arkansas within the next few 
years, 
this. 


There are 
two reasons for 


, The first reason is that interest rat- 


lowed by cities of similar size, but 
the fact remains, however, that Con- 
way has set a worth-while example 
by making a beginning while other 
towns are merely talking. 


In the first place, Conway may 


be justified in shooting at a $200,000 
mark for its airport where the aver- 
age city of the same size wouldn't 
be justified. Conway has three col- 
leges; the government is employing 
colleges for preliminary training of 
men going into the Air Corps; and 
it is reported that Conway already 
has 50 student fliers in training. 


Hope is a larger city, belter situat- 


ed, because it has a large trade ter- 
ritory and is more than 100 miles 
removed from the stale capilal—and 
yet our own airport "sights" musl 
needs be a good deal lower than 
Con way's. 


What we need 


mediately is to acquire a suitable air- 
port site, the city buying it outright, 
letting the future take care of its 
development. But we do need to ac- 
quire that land—it is the obvious 
pledge that we have to make for the 
future of. aviation, military at the mo- 
ment, civilian in the years to come. 


Conway's voters to achieve their 


goal had to approve a 535,000 bond 
issue. Tills isn't desirable or nec- 
essary in the case of Hope. We ought 
to be able to make a conservative 
start toward a fine municipal airport 
on a cash basis, improving it as we 
can, 
helped by an awakened local in- 


terest and whatever federal aid may 
come our way.

able Arkansas to sell its bonds at 
a low interest rate than would any- 
thing else. Amedment No. .31 would 
give that guaranty. In that respect 
il would probably save Arkansas a 
great many millions of dollars if it 
were adopted before the new bonds 
are put on the market. 


25 Per Cent for_ Maintenance 


This amendment would first assure 


continued maintenance of the state's 
highway system, by setting aside the 
fi.-st 25 per cent of gasoline and mo- 
tor tax revenues as a fund for main- 
tenance. 


Then it would guarantee payment 


ot any refunding bonds that might 
be issued by pledging . the next $8,- 
500,000 of highway revenues annually 
to the payment of principal and in- 
terest on the b.°nds, so long as need- 
ed to service them. The rate oi 
t?x could never be reduced 
to a 


point where it would yield less than 
that amount annually, so long as it 
was needed for the bonds. 


For several years past, the highway 


h'cle tax late. 
' If No. Si is adopted, the distribution 
of this excess will be a problem for 
the legislature, just as it will be if 
No. 31 is not adopted: The proport- 
ion of it to be used for county turn- 
back, or for any other purpose, will 
not be affected one way or the oth- 
er by the adoption or rejection of No. 
31. That will bo settled by the legis- 
lature anew in any event when 
enacts a new refunding law, whe- 
ther it acts under No. 31 or without 
No. 31. 


'One other feature of No. 31 must 


be mentioned. It would permit re-1 
funding of less than all of the out- ' 
standing bonds at one time if that 
should prove to be desirable. Thus, 
if it should not be possible to sell 
$135,000,000 in bonds at one time at a 
good interest rate, but would be pos- 
sible to sell $35,000,000, this would be
